theran church in America in session 
at Carlisle. Those who were licensed 
included Harold L. Creager and J. B. 
Rudisill. of Gettysburg; and William 
H. Redcay, of Hanover. Those or- 
dained included B. K. Mowrer, of Han- 
over, and Ralph W. Baker, of Fair- 
field. At the session Wednesday af- 
ternoon Mrs. Horace D. Becker, Han- 
over, formerly of New Oxford, spoke 
to the synod in behalf of the Synodic- 
al Women's Missionary Society. 


Dr. J. A. Clutz, of Gettysburg, will 


be oue of the delegates to represent 
the synod at the next convention of 
the United Lutheran church to be held 
at Buffalo next year. Among the lay 
delegates are: A. R. Nissly, Hanover, 
and G. D. Stanley, Gettysburg.

Zionibin ie the most stupendous fallacy in Jewish 


history. 
The political arid physical rehabilitation of 


Palestine into a national entity ie an empty and im- 
possible ciiearn, unsound in its economics, fantastic 
in its politics and sterile in its spiritual ideals. 


Zionism ig a surrender, not a solution. 
It is a 


retrogression into the blackest error, and not progress 
toward the light. I will go further and say that it is 
a betrayal; it is an eastern European proposal, fa- 
thered in this country by American Jews, which, if 
it were to succeed, would cost the Jews of America 


most that they have gained of liberty, equality and fraternity. 


Zionism ie based upon a literal acceptance of the promises made to 


the Jews by their prophets in the Old Testament, that Zion should be re- 
etored to them and that they should resume their once glorious place as 
a peculiar people, singled out by (iod for his especial favor, exercising 
dominion over their neighbors in His name and enjoying all the freedom 
and blessings of a race under the unique protection of the Almighty. Of 
course, the prophets meant these things symbolically and were dealing 
only with the spiritual life. 
They did not mean earthly power or mate- 


rialistic blessings. 


Zionism arose out of the miseries of the Jews. It was offered as a 


remedy, a rellase, a plan of action which would provide a road to happi- 
ness. 
This is the secret of its hold upon its adherents. 
The promises 


which it offers arc so daxxlmg that Jews everywhere have rushed to em- 
brace its faith without stopping to examine them closely or to calculate 
whether they can be made good. 


Here in America we have fought our way through to liberty, equality 


and fraternity- \A'e have found the rest for our souls. 
No one shall rob 


ub of these gains. We enjoy in America exactly the spiritual liberty, the 
financial sucepse and the social position which we have earned. Any Jew 
in America who wishes to he a saint of Zion has only to practice the cul- 
tivation of his spiritual pifts—there is none to hinder him. 
Any Jew 


in America who seeks material reward has only to cultivate the powers 
of his mind and character—there are no barriers between him and achieve- 
ment. 
Any Jew in America who yearns for social position has only to 


cultivate his manners—there are no insurmountable discriminations here 
against true gentlemen. 
The Jews of France have found France to be 


their Zion. The Jews of England have found England to be their Zion. 
"We J^A'S of America have found America to be our Zion. 
Therefore. 


I refuse to allow myself to be called a Zionist. I am an American.

BRIDGE 
COMUTIONS 
GOOD 


At a sitting of the Court on Mon- 
day, October 17, the final inspections 
of 
Middle 
creek 
bridge, 
Emmerfs 
bridge, 
and 
the 
two 
bridges 
near 
Heidlersburg 
were 
approved. 
This 
leaves only one more bridge to be 
completed and inspected, namely the 
bridge near the Poor House. 
This 
bridge will be completed in less than 
a month from now. 


"When the present board of County 
Commissioners went into office in Jan- 
uary 1921. they found that the pre- 
ceding board had contracted for three 
bridges at contract prices aggregat- 
ing $28,300. 
Owing to the extensive 
road building program of the State 
it was found necessary to rebuild two 
bridges on the Emmitsburg road, one 
on the Biglerville road, and four on 
the Harrisburg road. 
At that time 
the State offered to furnish plans, spe- 
cifications and 
engineering 
services 
on condition that the county would 
build these bridges on State 
plans 
and specifications. The Commission- 
ers directed the State to make esti^ 
mates of cost for these seven bridges 
and found that the estimates made 
by the State aggregated an expendi- 
ture of $103.000. This amount with 
}he contracts 
awarded by the 
old 
board aggregated a total of $131,300. 


At the first letting, namely the Big- 
lerville road bridge. It became appar- 
ent that bridges on State plans would 
cost 
more 
than 
the same kind of 
bridges built on County plans, where- 
upon the Commissioners employed a 
County Engineer, James B. Long. 
As 
a result of this action the County built 
the three bridges contracted for by 
the former board and the seven bridg- 
es made necessary by the road build- 
ing program of the State for an aggre- 
gate of $122.085. This left the board 
enough money out of the estimate of 
$131,000 to pay for the engineer, re- 
build the Poor House bridge, which 
was not in the original program,» with 
a final balance of approximately $2,- 
000.
